The difference between Secretary 
Dem, of the war department, and 
Mr. Ickes, the public w’orks director, 
appears to have simmered down 
and out of the newspapers while the 
tw'o cabinet members are seeking to 
reach an agreement on the amount 
of money to be given the wrar de­ 
partment for improvements under 
th# national recovery act. 
To Slash Figures 
Secretary Dern’s original request 
for $144,000,000 included the ex­ 
penditure of $183,500 on the local 
battlefield. However tilts figure did 
not meet with the approval of Mr. 
Ickes and when it was referred to 
Mr. Roosevelt the president also 
turned thumbs down on the project 
and requested tliat the war depart­ 
ment revise their figures and slash 
their request. 
Monday’s grant included the first 
distribution made for public build­ 
ings, $6,971,648 in all, out of the 
$3,300,000,000 public works fund pro­ 
vided by the national recovery act. 
The public buildings allocations 
included $72,000 each for two Penn­ 
sylvania postoffices, one at Greens­ 
burg and tile other at West Cliester. 
It was said that these structures as

New York, July 25 (AP)—Leav­ 
ing their wrecked 
trans-Atlantic 
plane behind them , Captain James 
A. Mollison and his wife, tne former 
Amy Johnson, arrived in New York 
from Bridgeport, Connecticut, Mon­ 
day night still shaken from their 
close brush with death, but thank­ 
ful to have reached their original 
destination safely, 
“All we want to do is to go to bed 
for a good long rest,” Mrs. Mollispn 
said as they arrived a t Floyd Ben­ 
nett field in a giant amphibian 
plane. 
The British couple, who success­ 
fully crossed the Atlantic only to 
crash in a marsh Sunday night with 
their goal literally in sight, wyre 
flown leisurely down from Bridge­ 
port by Pilot Ralph C. Wickford. 
Several thousand persons, many 
of whom had waited hours to greet 
them, Sunday night, lined the banks 
of Jamaica bay as the amphibian 
dropped down near General Balbo's 
air fleet and watched the Mollisons 
carried to a waiting automobile. 
Captain Mollison, who attributed 
the crash of the Seafarer to his 
great fatigue after 39 hours of bat­ 
tling headwinds over the Atlantic, 
appeared exhausted. 
His head was 
swathed in bandages, as was Mrs. 
Mollison's right hand. 
From the field the Mollisons were 
taken to a hotel, where they planned 
to spend several days resting. 
At the hotel 
the 
weary 
and 
bruised fliers, the first couple ever 
to succeed in a westward crossing 
wheel chairs and taken immediately 
of the Atlantic, 
were placed in 
to their suite. 
A small crowd clustered about 
the entrance cheered them heart­ 
ily.

(AP)—Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
and Mrs. Lindbergh intend to fly 
from G odthaab, where he and Mrs. 
Lindbergh arrived Saturday on th eir 
aerial, m apping expedition, to Hol- 
steinborg 
when he has carefully 
surveyed conditions in this area, he 
told the Associated Press. 
Holsteinborg, a town on the west 
coast of Greenland north of G od­ 
thaab, was favored as an airport by 
Parker Cram er, American flyer who 
crossed to Angmagsalik on the east 
G reenland coast from Holsteinborg 
in 1931 when he flew over the route 
and m et death in the w aters of 
the North sea.

T he colonel and his wife in pay­ 
ing official visits to Danish a u th o ri­ 
ties have also dropped in a t several 
Eskimo houses where they have ex­ 
changed laconic but friendly greet­ 
ings w ith the natives. 
Plan Inland Trip 
If w eather conditions perm it, the 
Lindberghs want to make a trip 
part of the way across the inland 
ice, following the trail m arked In 
1888 by the famous Norwegian ex­ 
plorer F ridtjof Nansen. 
They seek 
a place suitable for an emergency 
landing field and a radio station 
near the center of the ice cap. 
The celebrated transatlantic a ir­ 
m an expresses the conviction th a t 
future mail traffic over the A tlantic 
and some of the passenger traffic 
will be through the air.

lieves th a t the Greenland route is 
the m ost suitable.
